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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

Claims 1-3, 6, 8-9 and 13-15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Darling [US 2,963,639]. 

Darling discloses a coil arrangement [figure 2 A] comprising: 

- a first toroidal core [54]; 

- a second toroidal core [56], wherein the toroidal cores arranged next to each other 
in such a way that their axes of symmetry are in line; 

- a first working coil [58] wound about the first toroidal core; 

- a second working coil [60] wound about the second toroidal core, wherein the first and 
second coils each wound on its respective toroidal core only and connected in series; and 

- a control coil [36] wound about the circumference of the two toroidal cores. 

wherein the working coils wound about the respective core in a single layer and the 
working the control coils are evenly distributed around the toroidal cores [column 2, lines 35- 
40]. 

Regarding claims 6 and 8, Darling inherently discloses the two toroidal cores having 
identical dimensions, the working coils having essentially the same number of turns and identical 
wire thicknesses and the working coils formed from a singled insulated wire. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 
The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

Claim 4 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Darling in view of 
Schafer [US 2004/0140879 Al]. 

Darling discloses the instant claimed invention except for the toroidal cores arranged in a 
common plane. 

Schafer discloses a toroidal transformer comprising two toroidal cores [1,2] arranged in a 
common plane. 

It would have been obvious to one having ordinary skilled in the art at the time the 
invention was made to arrange the toroidal cores of Darling in a common plane, as suggested by 
Schafer, for the purpose of reducing height. 

Claims 10-12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Darling in 
view of Conway [US 5,012,125]. 

Darling discloses the instant claimed invention except for the specific type of wires for 
the windings. 

Conway discloses a toroidal transformer [figure 7] comprising a toroidal core [121] and 
at least one winding [131, 132] wound about the toroidal core, wherein the winding formed of 
litz wire. 
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It would have been obvious to one having ordinary skilled in the art at the time the 
invention was made to use litz wire for the winding of Darling, as suggested by Conway, for the 
purpose of providing shielding. 

The specific arrangement of the winding, connections of the windings, thickness of the 
wire of the windings would have been an obvious design consideration based on the intended 
applications/environment used and for the purpose of control the inductance. 

Response to Arguments 
Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1-4, 6 and 8-15 have been considered but 
are moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 

Conclusion
